them, officials are backing off Plan A - relocat- 
ing the town yard to a bigger site — and formulat- 
ing Plan B. 

Officials want to set aside $100,000 for fiscal 
year 2003 to draw up schematics for reconstruct- 
ing the town yard right where it is, between 
Lewis and Pearson Streets. The estimated cost is 
$7.5 million. Some town yard functions would be 
moved off to other locations, yet to be deter- 
mined, to compensate for the lack of acreage. 

Plant and Facilities Director Joe Piantedosi 
submitted a draft plan of this proposal to the 
Board of Selectmen last spring. 

“Tt assumes that we’re going to stay where 
we are and not get any more land (for the main 
site) and potentially move some functions off- 
site,” Piantedosi says. 

Some residents say that the current site is 
too valuable to be used for the town yard, par- 
ticularly because of its central location. It 
would be better used for retail, parking or office 
space, they say, and the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Transportation Authority has pro- 
posed building structured parking there for 
commuters and downtown patrons. 

“You have all those opportunities in this 
area, and instead this area is being used to 
stockpile sand and salt, and (for) truck repairs,” 
said resident Steve Stapinski. 

Piantedosi says he would still prefer to move 
the town yard to a bigger and more level site, 
but he does not see any opportunities to do so at 
the moment. 

Stapczynski, however, is not disappointed 
that the search has landed officials right back 
where they began. 

‘Td argue that its location is actually per- 
fect,” he says. “It should be a centrally located 
spot.” 

Public Works Director Jack Petkus, who 
had strongly supported relocation of the town 
yard, says rebuilding is better than not doing 
anything. 

“If there’s no (new) site, then obviously you 
have to do something,” he says. “It would be 
better than (how things are) today.” 

Piantedosi’s proposal is only in the discus- 
sion stages. If it became a reality, it probably 
would not be completed until fiscal year 2005 at 
the earliest, he says. 

But the dilapidated and condemned build- 
ings at the town yard can’t wait that long, says 
Piantedosi. He has included $1.1 million in the 
Capital Improvement Plan over a four-year 
period to fund the most pressing repairs. All of 
the $1.1 million will not be used if the town-yard 
reconstruction is approved down the road, he 
adds. 

“We have delayed all of these repairs in 
anticipation of getting a new town yard,” says 
Piantedosi. “We're at the point now where 
we're at high risk. The total value of equipment 
in those buildings is fairly substantial, not to 
mention the health and safety of the people who 
work there.” 

The most crucial repairs, scheduled for fis- 
cal year 2002, include electrical-system 
upgrades, and ventilation, heating and struc- . 
tural repairs. 

“Because we're looking at such a long win- 
dow on this, the town manager felt we should 
go ahead and do some of these repairs now, so 
we don’t end up with a major catastrophe,” 
Piantedosi adds.

The lack of response to the press could simply 
be a matter of timing, she suggested. “With the 
holiday and all, it was (probably) a difficult 
time to get the word out,” she said. 

The report is intended to analyze the feasi- 
bility of meeting the $4 million goal by July, 
said fundraiser Jim Butcher last week. The 
fundraising group conducted about 53 inter- 
views of townspeople, officials, volunteers and 
potential donors. “You basically ask non-direc- 
tional questions and encourage them to tell 
you what they really feel,” Butcher said.

Butcher would not comment on the con- 
tents of the report.

Self-interest: 
Keeping the 


public informed 


America’s president-elect, George W. 
Bush, squeaked to victory with a simple mes- 
sage citizens appreciated: I trust the people. 

A private campaign in Andover might 
benefit from adopting the spirit of that mes- 
sage. 

The Friends of Andover Seniors have been 
trying to raise money for a senior center for 
more than four years now. In the past, this 
paper has said the group deserves a great 
deal of praise for trying to provide the town 
with a center. It still deserves appreciation. 

However, during those four years, the 
Friends leaders have repeatedly declined to 
give specific updates on their fundraising 
efforts. Because little progress had been 
made, one can only assume they felt it was 
better to keep quiet than to share the news 
with their fellow residents. Unfortunately, 
that tactic has only served to distance some 
members of the public from their laudable 
effort. 

Tom Jones, the Andover Youth Founda- 
tion volunteer fundraiser who ran one of the 
countries most successful fundraising com- 
panies, has said he thinks he knows why a 
previous youth-center effort failed at 1995 
Town Meeting. 

“We were not as open as we could have 
been. We learned from our last attempt that 
(openness) was really important if we want- 
ed to be successful at this,” he says. 

Senior-center supporters need to learn 
that lesson too. 

Generally, Andover residents support the 
idea of building a senior center. Long before 
the idea of a specific center at Phillips Acade- 
my’s Williams Hall was suggested, residents 
approved $500,000 as seed money to get 
fundraising started. But some residents may 
be unwilling to support a group that at least 
appears unwilling to trust them with 
progress reports. 

The senior-center fundraising is at a criti- 
cal stage. If the Friends still believe by July 
that they can show they can raise $4 million 


for the Will Hall effort, then they will need | 


new residents to become involved with the 
effort quickly. If the seniors must go in 
another direction, then they might benefit 
from some new ideas and some new blood. 


Either way, to succeed they'll most likely | 
need to do a better job of sharing informa- | 
tion with the public. Although the Friends | 
are a private group, the senior center will | 
ultimately be a public building — and the | 
idea of a center attracts a good deal of public | 


interest.

Public services need to replace stigma, for mentally ill 


Editor, Townsman: 

One in five families worldwide suf- 
fers from mental illnesses and stigma. 
The National Alliance for the Mental- 
ly Ill represents about 210,000 family 
members who suffer from mental ill- 
nesses and stigma. Our NAMI-Mass. 
state office receives countless calls for 
help daily, as do our individual NAMI 
members. I personally receive five to 
10 calls per week from desperate fami- 
lies who do not know where to tum 
for information and services. 

We know that when “mental ill- 
ness strikes, it strikes the whole fam- 
ily.” The alliance has volumes of per- 
sonal stories. It has so many stories - 
and so little funding. 

We know that there are families 
searching for family members who 
are somewhere out there. I probably 
saw some of them as I crossed the 
Boston Common last week. They live, 
isolated, on cold park benches. There 
is not only no room at the inn, but no 
room in the manger either, because 
the manger houses plastic figurines. 
The only warmth these human 
beings will receive at night will come 


from Christmas lights. 

We know that 15 to 20 percent of 
our family members are housed in 
prisons for minor infractions such as 
disturbing the peace. I know an actu- 
al case of someone with a mental ill 
ness being arrested for taking a book 
from the Good Will collection box. 
There is something very wrong with 
this picture. 

Violent crimes like the recent 
Wakefield tragedy are not common- 
place with people who have mental 
illnesses, although this is the stereo- 
type. Timothy McVeigh, on the other 
hand. is not mentally ill, and his 
Oklahoma-bombing violence was 
also massive. Statistics show that 
people with mental illnesses are no 
more violent than the rest of society, 
except when street drugs are 
involved. 

We know that families are the pri- 
mary caregivers in search of ser- 
vices. The impact of mental illness on 
families is total. No member escapes 
its effects. Family relations, family 
health and family economics are 
changed in colossal proportions. Par- 


ents must give up careers and take 
early retirement to work the full-time 
job of accessing the system. Siblings’ 
career choices are largely devoted to 
working in areas of mental health so 
that they may be better prepared to 
assume the role of caregiver upon the 
death of their parents. 

The mental health budget is total- 
ly inadequate. We, one in five fami- 
lies, need your support to pressure 
the legislators and the governor.

Two state health policies lauded as good for Andover

A pair of health policies released the week 
before Christmas may be welcome presents to 
those in Andover worried about the health prob- 
lems in the Merrimack Valley. 

Andover activist Sheryl Poole says the poli- 
cies, produced by the Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection and the Executive Office of Envi- 
ronmental Affairs, will be good for Andover and 
the rest of the Merrimack Valley. 

One is the Solid Waste Master Plan, a docu- 
ment that is issued every 10 years and contains a 
blueprint for what the state will do with its trash 
for the next decade. The other

According to 
Poole, this might have helped avert the approval 
by the Energy Facilities Siting Board last month 
of Dracut as the site for the proposed Nickel Hill 
Energy power plant, which Poole and the local 
group she heads, Merrimack Valley Residents for 
the Environment, opposed unsuccessfully. 

“If the Dracut plant issue had come up after 
this policy was in effect, it would have given oppo- 
nents much more leverage,” she said. “It provides 
a framework for requiring agencies to listen to 
these arguments.” 

“These arguments” include local factors such 
as rates of asthma and cancer, clustering of indus- 
trial facilities, proximity to highways, and a host 
of other issues that agencies would have to con- 
sider before taking steps that would impact the 
environment.

The 90-day public comment 
period for the EJP will end on March 30, after 
which the policy will be finalized and put into 
effect. 

It is no coincidence that the Solid Waste Mas- 
ter Plan and the EJP came out at the same time, 
said Eady. She said when it became apparent as 
the two policies evolved that they might come out 
around the same time, the EOEA and DEP agreed 
to try to apply the environmental justice policies 
being fashioned for the EJP to the solid waste 
plan as well. 

“Even though the Environmental Justice Poli- 
cy is only out for public comment,” she said, “the 
Solid Waste Master Plan is kind of its first result.” 

The big news in the waste plan, according to 
Poole and Eady, is that the moratorium on 
expanding solid-waste incinerators will not be 
lifted, as many thought it would be. 

“This will have a huge impact on the Merri- 
mack Valley,” said Poole, “because that’s where 
that new capacity was going to be. There was 
already a proposal on the table to add a new burn- 
er to the incinerator in Saugus. Now that won't 
happen. The proposed new incinerator in Salis-

bury now will not happen.” 

Poole said that many envi- 
ronmentalists have given the 
plan a neutral or even nega- 
tive rating, because it did lift 
the moratorium on expanding 
landfills. But Poole thinks this 
is too pessimistic. 

“There is more positive 
than negative,” she said of the 
plan. “They (the EOEA and 
DEP) really need to be 
applauded. Does this solve the 
problem of what to do with 
waste? No. It’s up to the com- 


munities to decide what to 
do.” 

The waste reduction goals 
in the plan include a 70-per- 
cent total waste reduction by 
2010 through recycling and 
reducing waste at its source. 

“T really credit the activism 
in the Merrimack Valley for 
the moratorium on incinera- 
tion,” said Eady. “They cer- 
tainly made an impact on 
(Environmental Affairs) Sec- 
retary (Bob) Durand.”

that he shot out of the gun. It would 
cause death if it were to hit somebody.” 
Flare guns are often used in emer- 
gency rescue operations, and are not 
usually considered illegal weapons, 
said Love. “You can buy them at 
marine stores in coastal areas,” he said. 
“It’s basically an emergency tool.” 
Clemmons was not injured when the 
flames bounced off his windshield, and 


the chase continued until Roszkowski 
went off the highway and crashed his 
vehicle 

“He had some minor injuries, but he 
is still at the hospital under guard and 
being observed. There may be some 
question of his psychological stability 
right now,” Love said. 

Police are charging Roszkowski with 
speeding, assault and battery, driving 
with an invalid license, failure to stop 


for an emergency vehicle and intent to 
kill a police officer. Roszkowski could 
be facing up to 20 years in prison with 
the attempted murder charge alone, 
said Love. 

No one answered a call to the fami- 
ly’s home. 

Police have not set a date for arraign- 
ment, and will not until Roszkowski’s 
doctors decide whether he needs a men- 
tal evaluation, Love added. 


Roszkowski does not have a previous 
criminal history, and there were no 
warrants against him from any other 
state, said Love. Why the teenager ran 
from a routine stop is still a mystery to 
police. 

“They have no clue. He was simply 
being stopped for a speeding violation. 
It’s not really uncommon that someone 
may be scared, but that wouldn’t be any 
reason to shoot at a police officer.”

ith computer use a 
part of nearly every 
student’s day, schools 


are finding they need to add 
computer violations to the list 
of things that will land stu- 
dents in detention, or worse. 

In fact, after some students 
found a way into the school’s 
computer files last year, at the 
start of this school year, the 
School Committee made a 
point of assuring that the 
penalties for such behavior are 
clearly spelled out in the 
Andover High handbook given 
to each student. 

The Andover schools tech- 
nology director says school 
computer security is as good 
as it can be, and_ student 
attempts to break into the sys- 
tem are infrequent. But 
Andover police say that penal- 
ties for people who do break 
into the system could be as 
high as a larceny or malicious- 
damage arrest. 

According to Technology 
Director Raymond Tode, “We 
have 6,500 computer 
accounts,” including one for 
all students and staff through-

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out Andover schools, “and 
6,500 people who depend on the 
computers. 

“As schools get more and 
more computers, they have to 
work, and we can’t have people 


hacking around in the system. 
So we keep them locked down 
as much as possible.” 

To that end, Tode says the 
technology department con- 
ducts a weekly review of the 


school computer systems to 
check for any unusual activity. 
A piece of software called 
CyberPatrol is used to filter 
out “some of the more unsa- 
vory sites” on the Internet, 
according to Tode. “And we 
can add or subtract as needed” 
to the list of off-limits sites, he 
added. CyberPatrol also keeps 
a log of where all users go on 
the Internet. 

In January 1998, the School 
Committee approved 
Andover’s technology “Accept- 
able Use Policy,” which says in 
part that students and employ- 
ees of Andover public schools 
have access to computer net- 
works for “limited educational 
purposes,” defined as “class- 
room instruction and _ activi- 
ties, career and professional 
development, and high-quality 
self-discovery of an education- 
al nature.” Each student has a 
personal network folder on 
which to save computer work. 

Acceptable-computer-use 
policies, according to Tode, are 
highly recommended for high 
schools, though not mandated 
by the state. Andover, says 
Tode, goes beyond many other 


ackers at Andover High 


schools and requires that stu- 
dents and parents all sign a 
copy of the policy as well as 
the accompanying regulations 
and procedures, to ensure that 
the policy and the possible 
penalties for violation are 
clearly understood. Tode says 
that, in part, this shows how 
valuable the school systems’ 
computer resources are. These 
resources are composed of the 
1,400 computers (525 of them in 
the high school) and 25 servers 
throughout the district. 

Tode said that between 10 
and 20 students in Andover 
have parents who have 
requested that they not have 
any access to the Internet. The 
school district honors these 
requests. 


Quick grade change? 


Although Tode said 
Andover very rarely has prob- 
lems with students misbehav- 
ing in cyberspace, there have 
been a couple of incidents in 
recent years. Last winter, 
some students obtained a pass- 
word and were caught, accord- 
ing to Tode, “looking around

Dalton, who grew up in Andover and 
now resides on Main Street with his wife 
and 5-year-old daughter, is the son of for- 
mer Selectman Bill Dalton, who sat on 
the board in the mid-’80s, and also held 
the position of moderator. The younger 
Dalton has never held an elected office. 

“T just started my own law 
firm a year ago and I’ve been 
working very hard at getting it 
"% up and running,” says Dalton, 
who is partners with state Rep. 

“There’s a lot 
of things going on in my life 
right now, and I’m trying to be 
fair to myself. (Holding a select- 
man’s office) would be quite a 
commitment.”

allows smoking in certain mixed bar 
and restaurant facilities in town, and 
they want to extend the bylaw to have it 
apply to bar-only establishments. 

The latter measure would affect the 
lone bar-only establishment in town, the 
Park Street Pub. There are four estab- 
lishments that have made the alter- 
ations to their facilities that qualify 
them for the variance allowing smoking 
in strictly separated bar areas: Grill 93 
on River Road, Justin’s at Andover on 
Park Street, Palmer’s Restaurant on Elm 
Street, and Character’s Bar and Grill in 
the Wyndham Andover Hotel. 

But the policy-making body of the 
health department, the Board of Health, 
may not go along with all of these propos- 
als. 

“T think it’s safe to say that at least two 
and maybe all three members of the 
board are undecided about the proposed 
ban on smoking in a bar,” said Chairman 
Douglas Dunbar. “We want to hear a lit- 
tle more before making a decision.” 

“Banning smoking in a bar is not 
something I support,” confirmed board 
member Daniel Coleman. “I am a lung 
doctor, so I am absolutely anti-smoking, 
but I think we need to be reasonable. I’m 
just not sure I can support a 100-percent 
ban of public smoking in Andover. If 
somebody enters an_ establishment 
where there is (smoke), that’s their 
choice.” 

“As far as the others are concerned,” 
said Coleman, referring to the establish- 
ments with variances, “I haven't quite 
come to a decision. I know at least one of 
those establishments has invested quite 


a bit of money into creating separate: sec: . 


tions. There are quite a few nonsmoking 
establishments in Andover, and I would 
encourage people to choose those.” 

“Tt seems that it’s a little bit drastic 
right now,” echoed board member 
Joseph Pelc about the idea of a bar-only 
smoking ban. “If somebody wants to go 
to a bar and they know there’s smoking 
there, that’s up to them.” 

“Td say there are two issues that 
make that position a myth,” responded 
Penney. “One is that there are employ- 
ees at these places who are exposed to 
second-hand smoke. We don’t expect 
shipyard workers to have to be exposed 
to asbestos, and we shouldn’t expect bar 
and restaurant workers to be exposed to 
tobacco smoke. Second, there are a num- 
ber of people who would like to frequent 
these facilities but don’t because of the 
smoke, and if these facilities have the 
mission of accommodating anybody who 
wants to go there, then they should get 
rid of smoking. It’s the job of the Board 
of Health to remove that impediment.” 

Penney further asserted that the 
Board of Health has the authority to uni- 
laterally pass a smoking ban. “The 
Board of Health has the authority to 
pass any regulation related to public 
health that it wants,’ said Penney. 
“We've decided to take it to Town Meet- 
ing and let the town decide, because 
those are the people who should be mak: 
ing these decisions. The board’s role is to 
propose issues and educate the town.”

facing now.” Penney has said that he told the 
establishments when they applied for their 
variances that the health department had a 
total smoking ban as its ultimate goal. 

“If they were to go ex post facto and change 
the regulations after we invested all that 
money into altering the facilities, that would 
have definite financial effects,” said Sava. He 
describes Grill 93 as a “restaurant and enter- 
tainment complex,” because it has a comedy 
club as well as a restaurant. The entire facility 
seats 800, according to Sava. 

“This isn’t just restaurant work, this is 
entertainment,” said Sava. “Every comedy 
club in the country has smoking.” 

With regard to the concern about employ- 
ees’ health, he said, “Every waiter and wait- 
ress that works here has the option of working 
in smoking or nonsmoking. If you say to the 
employees, ‘We’re going to help you by telling 
your customers not to smoke,’ but then they’re 
out of work because the customers leave, then 
you're not helping them.” 

“Research shows that there is no falloff, no 
economic impact of eliminating smoking,” 
said health board chairman Duncan. “but the 
Board of Health is not concerned with eco- 
nomics, we’re concerned with public health.” 

Said Sava, “Unfortunately, I think that some 
of the anti-smoking committees think that if 
they make it hard enough for people to smoke, 
they'll eventually stop. But if you made ciga- 
rettes $5 per pack, and ban it in public, and put 
up signs everywhere, people would still smoke. 
It would be like Prohibition.” 

Penney said that after Monday’s meeting, 
the Board of Health will hold a public hearing 
in February to solicit final public input before 
the warrant article, whatever provisions it 
may contain, goes before the town in April.

a group called the Healthy Communi- 
ties Tobacco Awareness Program, 
which advocates against tobacco use 
in Andover, Dracut, Methuen, Middle- 
ton, North Andover, and Topsfield. 
The group was started, according to 
Program Director Diane Pickles, in the 
early 1990s and is funded by the Massa- 
chusetts Tobacco Control Program, 
which receives funds from cigarette 
taxes and tobacco-settlement money. 

The group recently conducted a sur- 
vey in Andover that indicated nearly 
78 percent of 740 respondents would 
prefer. regulations making town 
restaurants 100percent smoke-free, 
versus 19.5 percent who supported reg- 
ulations providing for separate but 
enclosed smoking areas. Almost 80 per- 
cent said they’d eat out more if restau- 
rants were 100 percent smoke-free. 

Sixty-eight percent of the survey 
respondents were female. Less than 
three percent were between the ages of 
18 and 25, while 40.5 percent were age 
55 and older. Of the data provided by 
Healthy Communities, Penney said,

By Adam Groff 
he Andover High School 
| Chorus will be going 
Orlando, Fla., in May to 
perform at Walt Disney World. 
The trip was approved by only 
a narrow majority of the 
School Committee, however, 
as some members wondered 
why that body must consider 
such issues. 

MusicFest Orlando is a com- 
petitive festival in which cho- 
ruses from around the country 
will perform before a panel of 
adjudicators, who will rate the 
choruses and then give them 
detailed critiques of their per- 
formances. 

“It’s a great learning experi- 
ence for them,” said Carol Pra- 
had, the AHS chorus director. 
“We do trips like this from 
time to time. Last year we 
went out to Six Flags in west- 
ern Mass and got a gold at the 
Great East Festival.” 

The chorus may also have 


the opportunity to participate 
in another event in Orlando, 
called Disney Magic Music 
Days. This event is a perfor- 
mance before audiences in 
Walt Disney World, and the 
chorus must send in an audi- 
tion tape to be accepted. 

Finally, for an additional 
$20 per student, chorus mem- 
bers have an opportunity to 
participate in a vocal clinic 
with Disney cast members. 

“We're trying to raise extra 
funds to do that,” said Prahad, 
who added that the chorus has 
sold cheesecakes and will be 
selling candy to help raise 
money for the trip. The annual 
AHS talent show also benefits 
the chorus. 

The trip will begin after 
school on Thursday, May 3, 
and the group will return on 
Sunday, May 6. Prahad expects 
35 to 40 of the approximately 
55-member chorus to go on the 
trip, which may cost each stu- 


dent close to $600, including 
air fare, meals and accommo- 
dations. 

Chorus parent and chair- 
man of the trip’s planning 
committee Richard Desjardins 
presented the case for the trip 
to the School Committee Tues- 
day night. Although Principal

Peter Anderson and the chorus 
director have already 
approved the trip, regulations 
require that the School Com- 
mittee must also approve such 
trips. 

“T don’t think this is the sort 
of thing the School Committee 
should be deciding,” said com- 
mittee member Skip Eccles, 
who was also skeptical about 
the value of the trip. “It seems 
to me that there are plenty of 
musical events near Andover 
that parents could attend and 
that wouldn’t be so costly.”

Committee member Dick 
Collins also expressed concern 
about students who might 
want to go but cannot afford it. 
Desjardins said he could not 
guarantee that some students 
would have financial difficul- 
ties, but said that organizers 
are seeking all the extra fund- 
ing they can find. 

Desjardins also said that 
fewer students signed up for 
last year’s trip, which was 
closer to home, than have so 
far signed up for this one. 

“My son is going, and he’s 
paying for himself,” said Des- 
jardins. “It teaches them some 
amount of responsibility. This 
is a bigger event than the one 
we did in Agawam (where Six 
Flags is located). Now they’re 
competing in kind of the big 
time.” 

The committee approved 
the trip by three votes, with 
Eccles opposed and Collins 
abstaining.

Plans for new Andover office space, related hotels continue in 2001 
Downturn doesn’t get developers down

Though many technology compa- 
nies took a dive on the Nasdaq at the 
end of 2000, developers in Andover are 
eagerly continuing to build new offices 
they believe will attract more high-tech 
firms to town. 

“We can’t live and die by the Nas- 
daq. Life goes on,” says Scott Jenkins, 
of ELV Associates. This fall, ELV 
bought New England Business Park, off 
River Road, and is in the process of 
adding a 190,000-squarefoot office 
building to the site. 

Jenkins and others close to the busi- 
ness real-estate market say they’re con- 
fident such spaces will be filled. 

“Sure. It’s all demand driven,” says 
Jenkins. “If you look at the Interstate- 
495 market, the vacancy rate today is 
about four percent. If you remove some 
of the larger blocks of space in 
Lawrence, you get down to a two or 
three-percent vacancy.” 

That demand for space is why many 
business people say the real-estate mar- 
ket is not likely to fizzle, as it did when 
the economic bubble burst at the end of 
the 1980s. Companies say they already 
have businesses ready and anxious to 
expand into Andover. 

“T just find a finite, if any, number of 
spec construction compared to 1990,” 
says Steve Helle, president of Granite 
City Electric Supply, a company that 
just opened a branch in Andover. 
“Most, though not all of the projects 
have tenants fully signed, fully execut- 
ed, or certainly lined up.” Helle says 
there are few open spaces on the mar- 
ket in the Merrimack Valley.

His company, which sells electrical 
supplies to contractors, specifically 
moved to Andover in part because it 
sees construction of high-tech build- 
ings continuing, and expects to profit 
from this. 

“We're expecting big things out of 
that area,” he says. “We should have 
been there earlier. We missed signifi- 
cant construction.” 

“There’s a dire need,” agrees Steve 
Colyer, Andover planning director. “Or 
else they wouldn’t be continuing to 
build those hotels out there. Boy, that’s 
a bellwether.” 

Two hotels, Residence Inn and 


Spring Hill Suites, are being built on 
Minuteman Drive alone, between Navi- 
Site and the former Agilent complex 
bought by Philips. The hotels, built 
within a short drive of existing hotels 
such as the Courtyard by Marriott, 


Wyndham Hotel and the Tage Inn, are - 


meant to attract high-tech employees 
who will not be in Andover long 
enough to purchase a home. 

If the hotels expected the businesses 
to fail, they wouldn’t continue with the 
project, says Colyer. 

Colyer also sees few high-tech spaces 
that remain unoccupied for long.

GIRLS GYMNASTICS 


The Lady Warriors have left 
themselves with an almost impossi- 
ble act to follow. 

Last year coach Julie Chapman’s 
crew won every team honor up for 
grabs, going 90 in Merrimack Valley 
Conference dual meets before win- 
ning the League Meet, the North Sec- 
tionals and their first-ever State title. 

They set a school record with a 
139.175 at the MVC Meet, scored 
137.60 to top a 12-school field and beat 
runner-up Beverly by three full 
points at the North Sectionals, and 
registered a 138.35 at the All-State 
Meet to beat an eight-team field 
including second place Barnstable 
which finished more than a point 
behind (137.05). 

“T think it’s harder to repeat than 
to win it (state title) the first time,” 
said coach Chapman. “But we defi- 
nitely have the potential to do it. If 
our girls want it enough they can do 
it again. 

“We only graduated two gymnasts 
and we're six deep in all four events 
(uneven bars, balance beam, vault, 
floor exercise). 

“There will be a little more pres- 
sure on us this time around. The 
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other top teams from last year, espe- 
cially Barnstable and Beverly, didn’t 
graduate anyone and they'll be gun- 
ning for us. Barnstable has already 
scored a 138.80 in an early-season 
meet,” said Chapman. 

The lone AHS graduates were Krit 
Kearins and Amy Garvin. 

Kearins, attending Plymouth 
State College where she has contin- 
ued her athletic career as a diver on 
the swim team, was a consistent top 
four finisher in two or three events at 
most meets throughout her AHS 
career. 

“It’s a matter of filling in for those 
points Krit got us last year,” said 
Chapman, the 2000 Massachusetts 
Coach-of-the-Year.

in the network to see what 
they could see.” Tode 
acknowledged that some of 
the students may have 
been attempting to change 
their grades. 

“If they had, we would 
have charged them,” said 
Andover police Detective 
Sgt. Don Pattullo, who said 
Andover police were called 
in to help investigate the 
incident. “If they got in 
there and destroyed files,” 
he said, “they could be 
charged with malicious 
damage. Or if they stole 
files they could be charged 
with larceny.”

Assistant 
Principal Steve Richardson 
said he is not allowed to 
discuss specific cases of 
student discipline, but he 
said that the normal penal- 
ty for infractions of the 
computer policy are sus- 
pension from school and 
revocation of the student’s 
user password. 

He said that last year’s 
incident involved five or 
six students who were 
caught when two students 


the Andover High office. 
The technology department 
was then able to go into the 
system and trace the stu- 
dents’ activities. According 
to Richardson, “As I recall, 
they were able, through 
use of hacker software, to 
uncover the password used 
by the technology depart- 
ment.” He said they were 
headed toward the soft- 
ware files housing student 


records, but never got 
there. 
Tode said that the 


school’s password system 
is more secure than most. 
Students do not pick their 
own passwords, but have 
them assigned, and, accord- 
ing to Tode, each seven- 
character password con- 
tains at least one number, 
one capital letter, one low- 
ercase letter, and one key- 
board character that is not 
a number or a letter. 
Requiring so many vari- 
ables exponentially 
increases the number of 
possible character combi- 
nations for a given pass- 
word. 

“If they put password 
sniffing software on the 
system,” said Tode, “it 
takes a long time for the 


software to crack that pass- 
word.” 

However, “there are 
always holes,” Tode said of 
the computer security sys- 
tem. “That’s why we have 
the Acceptable Use Policy. 
Students need to know the 
rules.” He said that in 
another incident last year, 
a student tinkered with his 
network folder and lost all 
of his work. When the tech- 
nology department went in 
and recovered his files, 
according to Tode, “we 
found that he had put in 
files that were, in our 
minds, meant to compro- 
mise our system. So we had 


disciplinary actions 
taken.” 
Tode says that one of the 


challenges for computer 
security is the technologi- 
cal brain trust, so to speak, 
residing in Andover. “A lot 
of our students’ parents lit- 
erally write the software 
code that we’re using. They 
work in the 128 belt,” he 
said, referring to the 
plethora of technology 
companies located along 
Route 128. “A lot of our stu- 
dents are knowledgeable, 
and they're very good. 
Very good. The students 
are naturally inquisitive at 


home, and the parents 
sometimes share some of 
their expertise — not for 
malicious purposes, but 
occasionally it gets used 
that way.” He added, how- 
ever, that “99 percent” of 
Andover students never 
attempt to violate the 
school’s computer policy. 

Said Sgt. Pattullo, “The 
kids nowadays that are 
coming into high school 
have 10 or more years of 
computer experience, and 
we in the police depart- 
ment are just starting on it. 
The kids have more experi- 
ence than we do.” Pattullo 
said that when the police 
are called because of com- 
puter violations, they often 
call on experts from the 
state police or the attorney 
general’s office in Boston. 
Pattullo said, however, that 
they rarely get calls regard- 
ing hacking incidents. 

“I think we have a very 
good system here,” said 
Tode. “We have top-notch 
people in the technology 
department. And you have 
to understand, we’re in an 
educational environment. 
The students that might do 
this are relatively few.”
